Skip Schipper, KF4X activated the S.E.Texas Emer- 
gency Net and set up as a liaison with Beaumont Red Cross. 
John Queen, KBSGXN and Regie Pierce, KASQPP began 
RACES operations at the Department of Public Safety in 
Beaumont. 

Radio links were established with State RACES, Re- 
gional ARES, and the S.E. Texas Emergency Net. Stations 
were being moved to emergency shelters in host counties, a 
minimum of two counties inland from the Gulf Coast. 

Tom Clark, WSHFJ, followed the evacuation route 50 
miles inland in his motor home and set up a portable station 
on 2 meters. This station would be used to assist city 
government as it relocated inland and would continue to 
function during the storm and after to move its people back 
into the city. 

Throughout the next 24 hours, backup communications, 
including weather data, were handled while the Port Arthur 
Police TLETS system was down. 

Various other traffic was handled including setting up 
additional shelter space in a host county, communication 
with the Red Cross units, and messages through the State 
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RACES system. 

Early on the morning of August 26 officials determined 
Andrew to be land-locked into the Louisiana coast. The 
EOC was closed down along with the SE Texas Emer- 
gency Net. 

Efforts then turned toward assisting the disaster units 
heading into Louisiana and Florida to help those who were 
in the storm path. Area amateurs including Skip Schipper, 
KF4X, Jerry May. NSROF and John Queen, KBSGXN 
traveled into Louisiana to help with the disaster relief effort. 
Their final destination was Jeanerette, where they assisted 
one of the Baptist Men’s Disaster Units with feeding 
victims of Hurricane Andrew. 

The area was without power or telephone service so the 
units used 2 meter VHF in their local area and HF to link 
them out for supplies and man power replacements. Tom 
Clark, WSHFJ, Leon Purkey, W9OTZ, Evelyn Bartlett, 
WASMPW and Harold Bartlett, WSKWA were among 
those who provided links with those working in the field. 

Jack Covington, NGSF. hosted a debriefing on ham 
activities related to Hurricane Andrew. The group offered 
Suggestions to further improve emergency backup 
communication for the future. 

Again amateur radio operators have shown that they are 
still an invaluable and dependable source of emergency 
communications, even in this age of ultra hi-tech formal 
commercial links.

Announcing QCWA 1993 
CW and Phone QSO Parties 


Here are your Rules for the 36th Annual QCWA QSO Party, held 
in February and March, 1993. There are Awards, but remember this 
is a party... nota contest. Treat it as such! 

In 1992 we had 170 CW and 112 Phone logs submitted for 
checking. We know there were lots more of you that participated and 
we wish you had sent in your logs. Keep up the good work and let’s 
have even more and more QCWA participation and submitted logs. 
Some Chapters are among the missing . . . please talk it up and see if 
we can’t get at least one entry from every active chapter in both 
parties, 

A little history: Back in 1957, Stan Bellveau, W7AYO—in a 
moment of inspiration—started the first QSO Party. It was made into a 
real success by Dr. Spike, W70S and Charles Emigh, W7ER. Let’s try 
to follow in their footsteps. There have been many changes over the 
years and the 1992 Parties brought many computer logs, which are 
the latest technology. Even with all the changes, let’s try to follow in 
the footsteps of those QCWA members who started the QSO Parties. 

This is to be a FUN party. There will be plaques for the top Phone 
and CW scores world-wide, Certificates will be issued to the high 
scoring stations, both Phone and CW, in the United States and in 
each of the six Continents—Europe, Asia, Africa, South America, 
Oceania, and North America. Standings and scores will be published 
in the Summer, 1993 QCWA Journal. Remember that the emphasis is 
on FUN and GOOD FELLOWSHIP . . . just talking to one another. 
Please remember to turn your beams to Europe and Alaska to work 
the guys and gals in those areas. 


Times of the Parties 


The Annual QCWA QSO Party for CW will be held February 6 
and 7, 1993. The CW Party will begin February 6, 1993 at 0001 
UTC (Saturday) and end at 2400 UTC Sunday, February 7, 1993. 

The Annual QCWA QSO Party for Phone will be held March 13 
and 14, 1993. The Phone Party will begin March 13, 1993 at 0001 
UTC (Saturday), and end at 2400 UTC Sunday, March 14, 1993. 


Contacts 


Each contact with another QCWA Member will count as a single 
(1) point on each band. 


Multipliers 


This QSO Party has only one multiplier. Every new Chapter 
worked is a multiplier of (1). You can count a Chapter only once, 
regardless of how many bands you work. If you do not belong to a 
Chapter, you may use “AL” (at large) in place of a Chapter Number. 


When counting “AL” contacts as a multiplier only one “AL” from each 
State, Country, or Province will count regardless of how many bands 
you work, 


Scoring 


(1) The total number of contacts times the total number of 
multipliers equals your final score. 

(2) Each Chapter can be counted only once; only one (1) “AL” 
contact from each state, province, or country can be counted as a 
multiplier once. 

(3) Do not use a different set of numbers when changing bands. 
Make your contact numbers in order. 

(4) The last page of your log must show the total number of 
contacts times the total number of multipliers. This will equal your 
final score. Print your final score on the first page of your log. 


Exchanges 


A valid QSO must contain the following minimum amount of 
information exchanged between stations (if all is not there, the contact 
will be disallowed): 

(a) QSO Number, both sent and received 

(b) Operator’s first name 

(c) Chapter identification (official name or number); member 

not belonging to a chapter will use “AL” 
(d) State (must be there for all “AL” contacts).

160 meters (suggested times 0400-0500 and 1200-1300 UTC) 
6 meters (simplex) 2 meters (simplex).

No contacts on the WARC bands!

The above suggested frequencies are selected as a starting place. 
When pile-ups occur, don’t be afraid to go either side of these 
frequencies. Be sure to check the frequency for use before you give a 
call. By using the 30 kHz segments the bands will not be taken up by 
our Party.

1993 QSO Party Rules 


Do not mix Parties. Keep separate logs for both the CW Party 
and the Phone Party. 

Be sure everything is legible. (Please look at your logs carefully 
and decide if you would like to check another 200+ logs just like it!) 
Logs will not be returned. If you qualify for an Award, be sure to 
request the Award you want on the first page. If you already have the 
Award, please do not ask for a second one. If you request a 100 
Member Award, for example, you must identify those 100 members on 
the side of the log pages or send your “Dupe” sheets. It is not up to the 
log checkers or Activities Manager to find the 100 members. 

Computer logs are to be in the same format as the Standard 
QCWA log sheet with entries no closer than triple spacing. K3CP has 
a program that follows our log form. If you need help get in touch 
with him.

CALL QCWA No. 
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PRESIDENT’S NOTES ... 


A number of our members will soon be wonder- 
ing where the ballots are for the 1993 officer/director 
election. Many of you may have already noted that a 
Nominating Committee had not been announced for 
1993 elections. Others may note that the Nominating 
Committee announced in this Journal is seeking nomi- 
nees for 1994! (Your committee is named in Jim 
Walsh’s column on the next page.) What’s going on? 


No election in 1993 


Well, very simply, several years ago your Board of 
Directors were looking at QCWA expenses through very 
careful eyes and decided that we could eliminate an 
election every year .. . one year for officers and five 
directors and the next year for five directors only .. . by 
deciding to hold an election every other year for the 
entire slate . . . all four officers and all ten directors. 

QCWA could realize a savings of several thousands of 
dollars in printing and postage costs plus the dedicated 
service of the committee counting the ballots. 

Were there any negative sides of such a decision 
which the Board had to consider? The answer is a very 
definite “Yes!” 

One major problem could be the loss of continuity in 
the organization’s work if there were no incumbents 
remaining after the election to assist the new board 
members in their work. The Board deliberated this point 
and decided that past history always showed a very 
strong showing by incumbents when seeking reelection. 

In order to accomplish this new concept, we had to 
take action in order to “skip” into this every-other-year 
without taking a year away from an elected official. This 
was accomplished in two ways in order to be fair to 
incumbents as well as newcomers. 

Those who voted on this new idea would have to face 
reelection themselves so that they would not be adding a 
“free” year to their tenure. Additionally, the election was 
put off until those in office were guaranteed their two- 
year minimum term. This has succeeded very well. 

All four officers were returned to office and we will 
each be serving an extra year. Several Directors fell into 
this same situation, too. And, now we come to the work 
of the 1994 Nominating Committee . . . a group of five 
members selected by the president and approved by the 
Board in Scottsdale in October. 


Nominating to fill fourteen offices 


Their job is immense because they will—for the first 
time—have the responsibility of selecting nominees for all 
fourteen positions: President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, and ten Directors. It is recommended that 
they select at least two candidates for each position. 
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Your nominating committee has been advised to 
contact all incumbents to determine if that person wishes 
to continue in office or be considered for another office. 

The presidency will definitely change hands in 1994 
because there exists an understanding in the general 
directives of QCWA that the president shall not serve 
more than two consecutive terms. 


How you can help 


Can you help the Nominating Committee? You certainly 
can! Well, how do I do it? Here, very simply, is the best 
way... 

w You can look around you and note QCWA members 
who have the skills required to participate in a manage- 
ment environment. 

w Ask yourself if you would feel comfortable with 
these individuals representing your interests at the twice- 
annual Board Meetings. 

w If you are satisfied, ask these members if they would 
be able to devote the time and cover travel expenses to 
the Board Meetings. (Their lodging expenses will be 
covered by QCWA.) Positive responses to these ques- 
tions and you may have a potential candidate. 

= Submit the name to the Nominating Committee and 
they will take further action. In this Journal issue, you'll 
find the Committee listed on page 158. 

It is important to note one more fact: candidates for 
office must be members in good standing for more than 
two years immediately preceding nomination. 

If one does not wish to take the route to nomination 
described in the above paragraphs, there is a second 
route. This would be via petition signed by at least 25 
members in good standing and sent to the Secretary by 
December 31, 1993.

Part Two 


A Look Back at the Halcyon 
Days of Early Radio 


“If there was one thing on which the ‘experts’ could 
agree in those early years,” John Dietz, W2BFU wrote in 
Part One of his retrospective, “it was that radio waves 
traveled in a straight line and were therefore incapable of 
following the contour of the earth over long distances.” 
QCWA Journal is pleased to present this conclusion to 
OM Dietz’s look back at our ham history... 


eee oe earlier but important radiotelephone 
transatlantic test conducted by the AT&T Company in 
1915 is of interest. To save time and to minimize the cost 
of the experiment the U.S. Navy was asked for permis- 
sion to use the NAA antennas at Arlington. This period 
was the beginning of the era of the vacuum tube and a 
special triode had been developed by Western Electric, 
that was many times larger than those used in wire 
telephony. The tube had an output of 40 watts and a 
transmitter was built using some 300 to 550 of these 
tubes connected in parallel. When installed at Arlington, 
this transmitter gave an output of about two to three 
KW at a frequency of approximately 50 kHz. 

Observers, along with the latest receiving equipment, 
were sent to Mare Island, California, Panama, Hawaii 
and to Paris, France where the French government 
permitted the use of the Eiffel tower for a short period of 
time each day. (It is to be remembered that this was 
during WW I.) On August 27, music from a phonograph 
and live speech were successfully received at Darien, 
Panama. 

On September 29. speech was transmitted from New 
York to Arlington by wire, then Mare Island and on the 
following day, Arlington was received at Pearl Harbor. 
In Paris, where the time for reception was severely 
limited since the Eiffel tower station was almost con- 
stantly in use by the French military, only scraps of 
speech could be heard in the period between October 12 
to 21. Only on the last day was verifiable speech received. 
It is of interest too that many of the transmissions to 
Paris were also heard at Pearl Harbor, 


Discovering ’phone 


Great interest in radio telephony had developed much 
earlier, and concepts of modulation that had been 
adopted for the telephone field were considered adaptable 
to wireless. However the spark equipment employed after 
the turn of the century was totally unsuited for the 
purpose, for it was impossible to modulate these waves 
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with speech since demodulation would reproduce not 
only the speech but all the irregular sounds in the origi- 
nal damped oscillations. 

Experimenters like Reginald Fessenden and others 
realized that the difficulty could be overcome through the 
use of “continuous waves.” The problem of course was 
how to generate them, and especially at high power. 
Prior to the vacuum tube there were but two means of 
accomplishing this. One promoted by Fessenden was the 
rotary high frequency alternator; the other, invented by 
Paulsen in Denmark, was the electric arc. 

In 1904 Fessenden wrote to Charles Steinmetz at 
General Electric describing the general specifications of a 
high frequency alternator that would distinctly function 
as a wireless transmitter operating at a frequency of 150 
KHz and a power output of 25 KW. Steinmetz agreed to 
look into the development of such machines and assigned 
the task to Ernst Alexanderson. It is to be borne in mind 
that predictions of range made by the Austin-Cohen 
equation led to an almost exclusive use of frequencies 
below 500 kHz prior to 1920. 

After many difficulties were resolved, most of them 
related to the extremely high rotational speed (20,000 
RPM, involving peripheral velocities of the rotating 
induction disc of 1000 feet per second) and air gaps 
between the rotating disc and the fixed magnetic struc- 
ture of less than 0.015 inches, this work led ultimately to 
the development, and the production, of two enormous 
250 KW machines per month. Their intended use was to 
serve as “central power stations for radio communica- 
tion.” Their useful life proved to be short however, and 
their demise was foretold by the development of very 
high power vacuum tubes. 

Worth mentioning too, from a historical point of view, 
is that a somewhat smaller 50 KW G.E. alternator was 
successfully employed, during WWI in a radiotelephone 
test between Schenectady and New York City. The 
system employed a magnetic amplifier in a modulation 
scheme driven by a bank of G.E. Pliotron tube amplifiers 
operated from a carbon button microphone. 

In this test a variation in control current of 0.2 am- 
peres changed the power in the antenna from 6 to 43 
KW. This was believed at the time, to be the largest 
amount of radio frequency power ever controlled by 
telephony. 

The Paulson are equipment, which was also capable of 
generating continuous wave radio frequency power, had 
a somewhat longer lifetime. The arc principle lent itself 
readily to the development of low power radiotelephone 
transmitters and a number of these were developed and 
produced both in this country and in Europe. 

Furthermore, the results of comparative CW tests 
between a 30 KW arc transmitter and a 100 KW syn- 
chronous spark set, during trials conducted in 1911 
between NAA at Arlington and the USS Salem during 
her trip to Gibraltar, so impressed the Navy that most 
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shipboard equipment in use for years thereafter was of 
the arc type. In the end however the arc too had to make 
way for the vacuum tube. 


Amateurs dominate 


This look back at those early days, however brief, would 
be incomplete without further 
acknowledging the role played 
by the radio amateur. From the 
turn of the century to 1912, 
activity by amateurs was totally 
unregulated. The great simplic- 
ity of the spark system attracted 
many amateur experimenters. 
Almost anyone with a little skill 
and a few dollars could build a 
wireless transmitter and receiver. 
All that was needed was a spark 
coil from an automobile ignition 
system, a telegraph key, a 
telephone receiver, a piece of 
galena and a miscellaneous 
collection of tin foil. wax paper, 
glass plates, copper wire and empty cereal boxes, for the 
construction of coils, tuning capacitors, etc. 

As the amateur ranks expanded the number of their 
broad spark signals proliferated and so did the interfer- 
ence with the operations of the Navy, and those of the 
commercial interests. The records show that many 
amateur stations had better and more powerful equip- 
ment than that used by the Navy and by many commer- 
cial stations. And with these two services accounting for 
only 15 to 30 percent of the total number of stations in 
operation, it was the amateur who dominated the air 
waves. Understandably, relations with the Navy and the 
other services deteriorated. 


Limited to “worthless” frequencies 


While earlier attempts to restrict amateur activity during 
1910 and 1911 had failed, the worsening interference 
problem finally resulted in the Radio Act of 1912 which 
limited amateur activity to wavelengths below 200 meters, 
and for the first time required the licensing of all opera- 
tors. Thought infamous by the amateur community of 
the day, since these wavelengths were believed to be 
worthless except for very short range wave communica- 
tion, the new rules proved to be a blessing in disguise, 
thanks to the influence of the ionosphere on radio 
propagation. 

The successful transatlantic listening tests of December 
1921 were followed a little more than a year later by the 
first two-way contacts with Europe. Successful transpa- 
cific tests soon followed, and when amateurs were finally 
freed from the fixed wavelengths just below two hundred

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meters, record after record was broken and at unbeliev- 
able low power levels. 

One record established at the time, which may still 
remain unbroken, was a contact between 8AZ at Colum- 
bus, Ohio and ASBG in Adelaide, Australia. With the 
Australian station running a UV199 receiving tube 
oscillator with a power input of 0.567 Watts, and with 
the distance between the 
two stations of 10,200 miles. 
this translated to 17,990 
miles per watt. 

Happily, relations with 
the Navy improved rapidly 
during the early twenties 
and remain so today. In the 
period between 1923 and 
1926, when the Naval 
Research Laboratory 
started to take a serious 
look at high frequency radio 
communication, the Navy 
relied heavily on amateur 
cooperation during many 
tests conducted by NRL. 

An example of that cooperation may be found in the 
comments made by Dr. A. Hoyt Taylor, later to become 
director of the Laboratory which appeared in his Radio 
Reminiscences—A Half Century (1948). According to Dr. 
Taylor, “Cooperative experiments by NRL with the 
amateurs soon brought to light a new and remarkable 
fact in regard to the behavior of relatively high frequen- 
cies. We had noticed for some time that frequencies 
between 2000 and 4000 kilocycles were generally good for 
communication during the hours of darkness, but didn’t 
travel as far during daylight hours. On the other hand 
frequencies between 4000 and 12,000 kilocycles were 
particularly good for long range daylight work. although 
there were certain regions where they were not well 
received, 

“In order to get at the reasons for these peculiarities, 
Mr. Young and I started experiments between Washing- 
ton, D.C. and Hartford, Conn. or rather a suburb, a few 
miles out of Hartford, where Mr. John Reinartz, and 
ardent amateur had an experimental station. Commander 
Reinartz, USNR, was on duty here at the Naval Re- 
search Laboratory during part of the late war.” (Dr. 
Taylor is here referring to WWI of course). “We had two 
transmitters on two or three different frequencies avail- 
able simultaneously at N.R.L. Reinartz had a continu- 
ously variable transmitter with which he was able to 
cover a very wide band of frequencies. 

“Our method of procedure was to make contact on 
moderate frequencies which commonly went through 
without difficulty both ways. Then Reinartz would slowly 
raise his frequency while we made observations and 
notified him when his signals ceased to come through. 
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Usually the signals would increase in intensity until, 
upon reaching a certain rather high frequency which 
varied somewhat day by day. and certainly varied from 
season to season, the signals would suddenly cease 
altogether. Beyond this critical frequency. they never 
reappeared until the next day. 

“While these experiments with Reinartz were going on, 
we tested with another amateur. Wm. Justice Lee in 
Orlando, FL. who frequently operated back and forth 
with us and made observations. Captain Lee, USNR, 
served for a good many years in the Office of the Direc- 
tor of Naval Communications and was retired relatively 
recently. Reinartz also served for several years in that 
office. It so happened that Lee was listening in while we 
were conducting some of these experiments with 
Reinartz. He repeatedly noticed that after we had re- 
ported cessation of Reinartz’ signal from Hartford to 
Washington, they were very successfully received many 
hundreds of miles farther in Orlando. Lee reported this 
to us at once by radio. 

“Thereafter. when all three stations were on the job. 
we took many observations from which it was soon 
apparent that a zone of silence existed on certain fre- 
quencies. In this zone no signal could be received from 
transmitting stations. although beyond that zone of 
silence the signals were very strong. 

“This then was the discovery of the ‘skip distance’ 
effect. In other words the signals were capable of skip- 
ping over a good many miles: in fact. sometimes more 
than 1500 miles as we found later. then coming down 
with excellent intensity at points beyond. This is a 
phenomenon totally outside of the predictions of the 
older wave propagation theory and led to a modification 
of that theory which was published by Dr.E.O. Hulbert, 
of the Division of Physical Optics and myself in the 
Physical Review for 1926, Earlier | had published papers 
on the “skip distance” effect in OST, and in the Proceed- 
ings of the Institute of Radio Engineers.” 

With the end of these excerpts from Dr.Taylor’s 
Reminiscences, we reach the conclusion of this short 
history of those early halcyon days during which many 
pioneers, not a few of them radio amateurs played a 
significant role in the development of radio as we know it 
today. 

One wonders whether there will ever again be a 
scientific discovery as capable of inspiring young people 
to experiment with a new force in nature; and to become 
the “whiz kids” they became in the twenties in the eyes 
of many, who looked upon as magic their ability to talk 
with friends in far away Australia, with home brewed 
equipment often costing less than fifty dollars.
